The summer holiday season has critiea ‘ony and town schools are <ios- 
ed for the long Vacation and young Canadian boyhood and: girlhood are happy 
ever the prospect of long hours in the open. Thousands of people are mov- 
ing to summer cottages at lakeside ahd other resdérts, while other thousands, 
including _Boy Scouts, Girl Guides, C.S.E.T.; G.C.LT. and various groups are 

: going into camp. 
ie? : This is as it should be. Here th Westérn Canada where long and cold 
oe, ; winters make it necessary to keep the houses closely shut for many months, 
Bityn @ is of the utmost importance that-during the summer months all people, and! 


of the people demands it, and every possible encouragement should be given 
: to the development of outdoor life and living, with plenty.of exercise and 
rep amusement.’ In the cities and larger towns where it is not possible for many 
rs families to get away, supervised playgrounds for children should be’ created. 


There are, however, certain dangers to be guarded’ against at summer 
eottage resorts and camps. The sanitary conveniences and arrangements 
ao not exist, as a rule, at such places to which city and town people have been 
accustomed. There is danger of a too great laxity being developed regarding 
this all important matter during the camping season, and neglect along this 
line may easily result, not in an increase in health and strength, but in the 

development of disease. It is important that strict attention be paid to sani- 
Boop tary conditions by all parents and those responsible for the conduct and ad- 
ministration of summer:resorts and camps. : 


Another matter calling for watchful attention and care:is the water sup- 
ply. People drink more water in the heat of summer than during the cold 
of winter, and life and exercise in the open further encourages water con- 
sumption. “The drinking of lots of water is a good thing, providing the water 
is pure, but danger lurks in every cup if the water is contaminated. Many 
a case, and even epidemics, of typhoid fever haye resulted from an. impure 
water supply ‘at a summer camp. Extraordinary care should; ns chile be 
taken regarding this matter. 

Full advantage should be taken of the “summer camping iédvon to in- 
struct boys and girls in the art of swimming. 
how to swim.. 


It must be remembered, however, that most children in this 


eountry live remote from bodies of water, and are ignorant of the dangers of}, 


Rare: bathing, .and lacking warning and instruction are inélined*to t-ke risks which 

ti td the informed are. nothing short of foolhardy.

Everybody, old and young alike, should be on guard against one thing— 
fire.

- throwing matches, pipe ashes, cigar and cigarette stubs into grass and leaves: 
€arelessness in these matters may result fa enormous Iéss of valuable. prop- 
erty, and even life. \

instructed so that they can distinguish between’ those that are poisonous and 
harmful and those having healing-properties or. are good to eat. 

In a word, the summer holiday season should not mean a complete re- 
laxation from all study and the gaining of usetul knowledge. True, it-is a 
time for rest, fun and outdoor life and-exercise, but. while enjoying these, 
and blended with them, there isa wonderful ahd beautiful opportunity for 

' earning many things which may prove of immense advantage to 2 person 
at some unexpected turn or crisiS in thelr lives.

Hon. Frank Oiiver.3 Testifies at. Open- 
ing Session 

Edmonton, Alta—First sesison of 
the Royal’ Commission appointed by 
the Dominion Government to inquire 
and report upon the handling of the 
grain trade in Canada, opened here 
and evidence was received from a 
number of farmers as to grievances as 
they ‘had found them.

@more, easily obtained 
ys “abtopphd of Fort Smith, 
Canada. Here the Hudson's Bay 
 Gombany the ‘various missions. and 
other inhabitants of that district se- 
cure jheit, yearly supply simply 
gathering it: up Into sacks and pack 
it away. The source of this salt is a 
number of salt springs, which are lo: 
cated along what is known as the Salt 
River, on the boundary of-the new 
Wood Buffalo Park... This’ park has 
but»recently been. created by the Do- 
minion Government to provide protec- 
tion to the only remaining herd of 
wild wood buffalo. 
When millions of buffalo roameil 
freely -oyer practically one-third «of 
“this continent extending all the way 
from Mexico to the Mackenzie River 
district this. locality was a. common 
meéting gypund for the buffalo, whence 
they came fo lick up the salt. It was 


than in 


. 


these majestic animals that the white 
man first, became, aware of the exist- 
enée of these salt springs. 

Sir Alexander Mackenzie, on his 
voyage of exploration through the dis- 
trict in 1789, located and “reported 
upon these salt springs, and Daniel 
William Harmon,’ of the Northwest 
Company, wrote in.his journal in 1808, 
“About sixty miles from this (Chipe- 
wyan), down Salve River, there are 
several places where almost any qluian- 
tity of excellent, clean, white salt may 
be taken with as. much ease as sand 
along thé seashore. From 
places the greater part. of the North- 
west is supplied with this Valuable 
article.” : 

These springs bave always been a 
source of supply of salt for the whité 
inhabitants. of this district and the 
Lower Mackenzie Valley. » The native 
Indian is not, and has never been, aj 
user of salt to any appreciable exteni. 

The water from these springs ear> 

Baie ti. ries an- almost: saturated solution of 

ae pure ‘salt, part of which is precipitat- 
ed as soon, as it comes in contact with 
the atmosphere, with the result that 

‘mounds of salt from three’ to five feet 
in depth and in some cases 100 feet in 
diameter are .to ‘be found. at. the 
mouths of the springs. 

R.G. McConnell, of the Geological 
Survey, in his report of his explora- 
tions in this district in 1887, mentions 
several salt springs draining into Sali 
River, near Fort Smith, and says. that 
ihe salt ig remarkably pure. 


tons... From three to five tons are col- 
lected, annually. The salt has also 
been tested by*bojh the Department 
of Minés at Ottawa and the University 

- of Alberta at Edmonton, and has been 
reported. upon -as being practically 
pure, “The deposits were recently 
visited by officials of the Natural Re- 
sources. Intelligence Service, Depart- 
ment of the Interior, while explering 
the present habitat-of the wood buf- 
falo. The area _in which ‘is found 
these. salt-springs is 290 miles north 
of ihe present terminus of the Alberta 
and Great Waterways Railway and is 
reached by way of the Athabaska and 
Slave Rivers, lying to-the-west-of the 
latter xiver from fifteen to’ twenty 
roiles in a straight line. Their econ- 
omic Value at present is restricted be- 
cause of the distance from the outside 
market and railway transportatioa.

1,000 Cases. In 1871 enteric fever! 

claimed 374 lives in each million of the 

‘population; in 1922 it-was 12 in each 

‘nillion. 

“We are living in the golden age of 
medicine,” says Sir George. .“Unper- 
celved it is rapidly changing the face 
of the world and the destinies of men. 
The extension of the frontiers of life 
is’ assisted by fresh air and sunlight 
in dwellings, sanitation of workshops, 
wholesome water and food supply and 
the isolation of infectious persons. 
The result of this is seen in the fact 
that every child born today has an ex. 
pectation*of 12 years more life than
